It liftened with Reluctance to all Propoſals towards 


an Accommodation; and from all its Conduct made 
it very plain, that it would accept of no other Peace 
but what would ſtill render it the Arbiter, of Ger- 
many, and ſubject to it the Liberties. and Rights of 
the Germanic Body. Its vaſt and dangerous De- 
ſigns. were diſplay'd by Degrees, as the Proſperity 
of its Arms increaſed, and ſeemed to make it ſure 
of Succeſs, From that Time it acted without any 
Circumſpection. It inſulted in the moſt outrageous 
Manner both the Majeſty of the Head-Soyereign 
of the Empire, and the Rights and Prerogatives of 
the Electoral College. It was in vain I warned that 
Court, that ncither I, nor any other Prince of the 
Empire that had the Preſervation of the Conſtitu- 
tion of his Country at Heart, would ever ſuffer the 
Head of it to be attacked in this Manner; and that I. , 
could not at laſt diſpenſe with fulfilling the previous 
Obligations I was laid under by the Rank I held-*;

As all theſe Attempts could not 
but ſtrangely offend ſuch Members of the Empire 
as were zealous for the Glory of their Country, and 
the maintaining of its Conſtitution ; ſeveral powerful 
and reſpectable Princes thought it neceſſary to unite 
in a ſtricter Manner with the Emperor, and to com- 
bine their Forces to maintain his Dignity, Authority, 
and Prerogatives; and to oppoſe the Devices of 
thoſe whoſe Views evidently aim at the Deſtruction 
and total Overthrow of the Imperial Conſtitution. 
My Glory, Honour, and Duty, as one of the chief 
Electors and Members of the Germanic Body, ob- 
liged me to accede to this Confederacy ; and in con- 
ſequence of this Agreement, which I mult other- 
wiſe have broke through, I could not diſpenſe, ac- 
cording to the Example of England, and the Re- 
public of Holland, with ſupplying his Imperial Ma- 
zeſty. with a good Part of my Troops, which are 
to ſerve him as Auxiliaries.
